A slight 
technical difference makes them 
"legal" in the eyes of the legis- 
lature.

The State Supreme Court ruled 


recently that pinballs could be 
banned by municipal governments. 
It ruled that in the case of the 
city of Chicago where pinballs 
were seized in a raid. 


Actually, slots and pinball ma- 


chines, such as exist in Dixon, are 
not gambling devices. The word 
gambling connotes that the bettor

has an even shake in the wager 
that he is making. Gambling, in its 
true sense, requires skill and more- 
over, it involves odds that are 
known and available. 


In the case of Dixon's pinballs, 


the odds are rigged in favor of 
the syndicate or owner of the 
machine. Thus they are not even 
worthy of the title "gambling 
devices." 


If one cares to d o so he can make 


a pretty fair-sized plea for gam- 
bling. A stock answer in support of 
gambling is that "life is a gam- 
ble." But even in that regard, one 
certainly has a reasonable amount 
of control over his own destiny. 
But not with the slots and the pin- 
balls. They're stacked against you 
solidly. Moreover, they're not good 
business. 
* * * 


So, without further ado, the 


city council should quietly tell 
the pinball owners to pack up 
their machines and take them 
elsewhere. The city commission- 
ers, we are sure, will thus con- 
tinue to merit the confidence of 
the electorate. This community 
has learned that it can live bet- 
ter without so-called gambling 
rackets. 


Whether the state legislature has 


seen fit to legalize the pinballs 
should be of no concern to our 
local government officials. The Su- 
preme Court has ruled that city 
governments can take 'em or leave 
'em. 


Our city and county govern- 


mental agencies have gained a 
good record in handling rackets 
of this nature. 


To ban the pinball devices 


would be consistent with that 
record.

Dr. Sam Baek 
In Courtroom 
Judge Hears Arguments 
For New Murder Trial 


CLEVELAND W—Judge Edward Blythin today took under advise 


ment a motion for a new trial by Dr. Samuel Sheppard, convicted of 
second degree murder last week in the July 4 bludgeoning of his preg- 
nant wife, Marilyn. 


The motion cited 41 errors which 


defense attorneys said were made 
during the trial of the handsome, 
Bay Village osteopath. 


Another part of the same motion 


was filed today, a week after the 
original petition. In the new re- 
quest, Sheppard's attorneys said 
they have "newly discovered evi- 
dence now known and not available 
to the defendant at the time of his 
trial." 


Another Jan. 8 


Judge Blythin said he would hold 


a separate hearing Jan. 8 on that 
part of the motion. The attorneys 
did not specify what new evidence 
was discovered. 


Sheppard has been sentenced to 


life in prison. Unless the jury ver- 
dict is upset, it will be 10 years be- 
fore he is eligible for parole. 


Sheppard appeared sleepy but 


confident as he was led into the 
courtroom, handcuffed to a deputy 
sheriff. 


For the hearing today, Shep- 


pard's attorneys subpoenaed five 
witnesses. They were J. Spencer 
Houk, mayor of Bay Village and 
a close friend of the Sheppard fam- 
ily; George Dallas, a Cleveland 
Plain Dealer reporter who was one 
of the first newsmen to reach the 
scene of the slaying; and three 


members of tha jury that convict- 
ed Sheppard. 


Admits Letter 


One of the jurors, Mrs. Luella 


Williams, was asked by Attorney 
Corrigan whether she had received 
a letter during the trial. 


She said she had turned the let- 


ter over to a bailiff. The hearing 
was recessed briefly while court 
attaches searched for the letter. 


Presumably the letter was simi- 


lar to the crank letters which were 
received by many of the prospec- 
tive jurors before the trial' began. 


Corrigan also asked Mrs. Wil- 


liams whether she ever told a 
woman friend that "you would fry 
Sheppard." She emphatically de- 
rued making any such statement. 


The other j u r o r s subpoenaed 


were James C. Bird, the jury fore- 
man, and Mrs. Louis Feuchter.

PARIS <£>)— The French 


national assembly tonight re- 
luctantly and narrowly ap- 
proved West German rearma- 
ment. The vote was 287-260. 


It ratified the treaty establishing 


a Western European Union as the 
coalition in which 12 West German 
divisions will join British, French, 
Belgian, Dutch, Luxembourg and 
Italian troops in defense of Europe. 


This was the key point of the 


recent London-Paris accords. Dep- 
uties already had approved other 
portions of the accords. 


Premier Survives 


Tonight's vote also kept Premier 


Pierre Mendes-France in 
office. 


He had made adoption of WEU a 
matter of confidence in his Cabinet. 


The vote completed action in the 


Lower House on the various trea- 
ties signed here last October. 


In effect, it was a vote on the 


whole network of treaties. Under 
a "single package" proviso, if 
WEU had been rejected none of 
the other accords would have been 
considered ratified. 


Tonight's vote reversed an As- 


sembly decision the day before 
Christmas against WEU. 280-259, 
when it was not a confidence is- 
sue. 


All the 'reaties now go to the 


Council of the Republic, or Senate, 
v.-here debate is tentatively sched- 
uled for February. 


Can Delay It 


U n d e r a new constitutional 


amendment, the Senate can delay 
final French ratification simply by 
making slight changes in the vari- 
ous bills and sending them back 
to the Assembly. This could bring 
final passage close to the mid-may 
date which Mendes - France has 
suggested for a Big Four meeting 
with Soviet Russia on the Ger- 
man issue.

a settlement of the cold war with 
Moscow as soon as possible.

70, and Mrs. Whipple, about 64, as 
between 7 p.m. and midnight Tues- 
day. 
IEA Claims 
School Aid

amount of school aid proposed by 
the Illinois School Problems Com- 
mission is "inadequate." 


The lEA's declaration came in 


the form of a resolution adopted 
in the final session of its conven- 
tion today. 


The commission. Wednesday by a 


6 to 4 vote recommrnded a per 
pupil increase in aid fiom S173 to 
$181. The per pupil figure is the 
amount, termed equalization level. 
guaranteed by the state in case 
local tax funds don't reach that 
amount. 


The IEA resolution said the 


teachers repard the proposal of 
the commission as "inadequate, in- 
equitable and unrealistic." 


It said the costs of the state 


school program has "now been as- 
certained to approximate S230 per- 
pupil per year." 


The teachers' association said it 


therefore "appeals to the public, 
the governor and the legislators 
for laws improving the present 
progiam to insure the full financ- 
ing of satisfactory foundation lev- 
els."

Weapon Not Found 


The Whipples were killed by a 


.410 gauge shotgun but the murder 
weapon has not been found. Two 
empty shells were found on the 
kitchen floor of the small Whipple 
home, located at the edge of Buda. 


Mrs. Whipple was shot in the 


left temple as she sat in a living 
room rocking chair. Her husband 
was found lying nearby in a pool 
of blood, shot through the neck. 


The couple was fully clothed and 


were shot from the front and since 
there was no sign of a struggle, 
Sheriff George M. Hodge reasoned 
that the Whipples were acquainted 
with their assailant. 


Blodgett said several people have 


been questioned, including Tom 
Cade and three of his brothers 


from the Ft. Madison, la., area, 
but almost all leads hav« "turned 
sour." 


Bloilgett said Albert Cade was 


picked up on a "tip" but declined 
to give additional details. 


Although no actual motive has 


been discovered for the slaying, 
Harry Whipple was known to carry 
large sums of money with him. 


Not Wealthy 


The Whipples were not consid- 


ered well-to-do by local residents. 
He operated a scrap iron business 
in Buda and employed 10 or 15 men 
regularly. 


Sheriff Hodge said earlier today 


that he expected either a definite 
"break" in the case today or he 
would have to "start all over 
again."

Predicts Scientists Will 
Learn to Ban Air Pollution

BERKLEY. Calif-. CSV-Science will learn how to banish smogs and 


air pollution, one of the four horsemen which could doom modern cities, 
a smog researcher predicted today. 


But clean air for cities may cost 


as much as getting good water or 
good sewage disposal. 


The prediction came from I&u- 


ren B. Hitchcock, president and 
managing director. Southern Cali- 
fornia Air Pollution Foundation, 
Los Angeles. He addressed the 
first symposium on air pollution 
held by the American Assn. for 
the Advancement of Science. 


3,000 Ton* Daily 


Tn the Los Angeles Basin alone, 


autos. factories, rubbish burning 
and other operations pour 3.000 
tons of "potentially significant pol- 
lutants" into the air daily, he said. 
That's exclusive of vast tonnages 
of carbon monoxide and carbon 
dioxide. 


Some 2,000 tons come from the 


public, the rest from 
industry. 


Auto exhausti? account for mote 
than 1,000 tons of this; rubbish 
burning for 500 tons. 


Air pollution is not simply a 


matter of coal smoke or other 
visible things; instead the vast 
quantities of invisible gaseous pol- 
lutants "constitute the major part 
of the problem today" 


Polluted air causes smarting 


eyos, mental depressions, damage 
to clothe*, paints and other trou- 


blcs whose indirect costs must 
total hundreds of million of dol- 
lars from the nation annually, 
Hitchcock said. Damage to crops 
alone in the Lcs Angeles area is 
estimated at several millions an- 
nually.

Incomplete burning of gasolire 


probably cost each American mo- 
torist 520 a year in wasted fuel. 
There is conjecture that spoiled 
air may play a role in causing 
lung cancer. 


Among steps to be taken, he said, 


are studies of the health eifects 
of air pollutants; ihe chemical re- 
actions1 that may be caused by 
sunshine on polluted air; sensi- 
tive new methods to detect tiny 
but bad concentrations of pollut- 
ants; the possibility of creating 
artificial clouds to break or dis-

The white blanket left in Dixon 


measmed a thick nine inches and 
a full city street department crew 
was kept busy throughout the night 
hauling away the snow. 


Most residents awoke this morn- 


ing to find their streets neatly 
plowed and passable. Ashes and 
salt were distributed in the most 
hazardous areas. 


Need Ski Tows 


During the height of the bliz- 


zard, ski tows would have been 
welcomed by motorists attempt- 
ing to negotiate the hilly streets. 
Galena avenue was 
blocked by 


stalled cars at times. Some autoa 
were left at curbs, unable to b« 
moved until the city's snow re- 
moval crews could attack the prob- 
lem. 


A cold wave from tha Artie re- 


gion rolled into Dixon on the heelfl 
of the storm, sending the mercury 
dipping to nine degrees during tha 
night, a new low for the winter 
season. 


By noon, the temperature had 


risen to 22 degrees, but weather 
forecasters 
were 
predicting 
it 


would fall to the low teens tonight. 


Some snow flurries are in pros- 


pect for Friday, but they are not 
expected to add materially to what 
is already on the ground. 


Alt Roads Clear 


The state highway department 


district garage here reported that 
all roads in this area are clear 
but warned motorists to drive with 
extreme caution until the remain- 
ing film of snow which plows can- 
not get at, has had a chance to 
melt and run off the roads. 


The Chicago Motor club reported 


all main traffic arteries open this 
morning but advised speeds of 20- 
30 miles an hour until snow and 
ice removal operations have been 
completed. 


At least five deaths were at- 


tributed to the storm in Illinois. 
Two Chicago men died of heart at- 
tacks, the result of shoveling snow. 
At Rockford, Reed Cheney, 52, 
was stricken while trying to push 
his car out of a snowdrift.

Arres, a Peona suburb, was killed 
when the car in which he was rid- 
ing, skidded on ice and overturned 
near Mapleton. 


Crushed to Death 


Lcland Kamp, 43, was crushed 


when his semi-trailer truck jack- 
knifed and overturned on U. S. 68 
near Joliet. 


The snow caused what police de- 


scribed as Rockford's worst traffic 
jam m its history during the late 
afternoon rush hour Wednesday. 
Air traffic was halted at Rockford 
and city bus service was halted 
for about two hours. 


The storm knocked out a trans- 


former which supplied a score of 
homes in an eastern suburb of 
Rockford. 


Winds up to 30 miles an hour 


rrpped the roof off a press box in 
Chicago's Soldier Field, whipped 
large waves over South Lake Shore 
Drive, forcing its temporary clos- 
ure, and flooded park areas adja- 
cent to Lake Michigan. 


Lightning damage to its 750-foot 


transmitting antenna near Roselle 
in DuPage county forced Chicago 
radio station WGN off the air for 
three brief periods late Wednesday 
afternoon. 


The coldest weather of the win- 


ter season appeared in prospect 
for most of the midwest areas. It 
was below zero in parts of Mon- 
tana and the Dakotas. 


Stormy and cold weather also 


was the outlook for many other 
parts of the nation. Sleet, rain

WASHINGTON (»—Increased re- 


tirement and death benefits are 
provided all along the line under 
:he vast new changes in the social 
security law. 


Some of these changes already 


have taken effect, many others are 
effective this Saturday, Jan. 1, 
and still others will not reach full 
effect until 1956 or later. 


Here is a summary of some of 


the most important of these pro- 
visions : 


BENEFITS AST) TAXES: 
The new law increases benefits 


in three ways: 


First, after 18 months coverage 


after June. 1953, up to five years 
of lowest income may be dropped 
in figuring average monthly in- 
come under the system. Since ben- 
efits are based on average income, 
this in effect provides bigger ben- 
efits. 


Second, the new law raises the 


annual income base, on which ben- 
efits are figured and taxes are 
paid, from the present maximum 
of S3.600 to $4,200 a year. 


This will provide bigger benefits 


in upper income brackets. It also 
means that workers making $4,200 
or more will pay $12 a year more 
in social security taxes at their 
2 per cent rate. Their employers 
will pay the same increase. And 
many self-employed persons will 
pay S18 a year more in taxes, at 
their 3 per cent rate. 


Third, the new law establishes a 


new formula on which benefits are 
based. 


For a single retired worker, 


monthly benefits will be 55 per 
cent of the remainder, up to the 
new maximum base of $350 month- 
ly. The old law paid out 55 per cent 
of the first $100, plus 15 per cent 
of the remainder up to the old base 
of §300. 


Benefits for wives, widows and 


children are a percentage of the 
benefit earned by the worker. So 
they will go up too, under the new

ies—retired workers or survivors 
—is raised from $25 to S30 month- 
ly. The maximum for a single re- 
tired worker is raised from $85 to 
$108.50; for a retired worker and

Under the old law, a person 


from 65 to 75 lost his social secur- 
ity benefit for any 
month in 


which he earned $75 or more. At 
75 or over, a person got full bene- 
fits regardless of earnings. 


The new law, first, lowers the 


exempt age to 72. And those be- 
tween 65 and 72 may draw all 
their social security benefits if 
they earn $1,2000 a year or less, 
on an annual basis. Thus a person 
could earn $400 a month for three 
months and still not lose any re- 
tirement benefits. 


Further, the new law says a 


person working every month will 
lose only one month's benefit for 
each S80 earned above $1,200 a 
ye;.r. So a "retired" person may, 
earn $1,280 a year and lose only 
one month's benefit, or up to $2,08C 
and lose 11 months benefits. Above 
$2 080, he is not eligible for bene- 
fits. 


However, you can't lose your 


benefits for any months in which 
you did not earn more than $80 
in wages, or render substantial 
services is self-employment. 
So 


you could make $10,000 in four 
months, but if you didn't work the 
other eight months you could draw 
social security benefits for those 
eight months. 


DISABILITY 


Since social security benefits are 


based on average monthly earn- 
ings, from a certain starting date 
ur.til retirement, a worker who be- 
came totally disabled suffered a 
loss of income and often had his 
benefits greatly reduced, or some- 
times eliminated. 


Under the new law, a worker in 


the future can "freeze" his aver- 
age earnings at the time he be- 
comes totally and permanently dis- 
abled. The idle period or periods 
will not count against him and he 
will be eligible for full benefits 
based upon the time he actually 
worked. 


To qualify, a disabled person 


must work under social security 
for 5 of the 10 years before he 
becomes disabled, and also for 18 
months of the last 3 years before 
his disability. 


Persons already on the benefit 


rolls, whose payments have been 
reduced because of as much as six 
months disability, can get an in- 
crease under the new provision if 
they still are disabled.

CHICAGO (Jfi—A proposed con- 


stitutional amendment that would 
modernize the Illinois judicial sys- 
tem will be submitted to voters in 
two sections at the 1956 and 1958 
elections if approved by the 1955 
Legislature. 


The proposed amendment waa 


drafted by a special conimitteB 
representing the Illinois and Chi- 
cago Bar associations. The com- 
mittee's draft was mailed Wednes- 
day to 15,000 bar members in Illi- 
nois. 


Barnabas F. Sears Jr., of Au- 


rora, committee chairman, said 
the draft will be presented to the 
Legislature early in 1955. He said 
changes could be made if there 
are any objections. 


A spokesman said the committee 


is hopeful that the proposal will be 
adopted by the 1955 Legislature. 
He said it contains several revi- 
sions of a judicial amendment 
draft defeated at the end of the 
1953 
session. That proposal was 


defeated because of controversy 
over selection of judges. 


Under the newly drafted plan the 


selection of judges would be post- 
poned until 1958. The voters would 
be given a chance to •reorganize 
the the judicial system in the 1956 
election by abolishing all special- 
ized courts and concentrating all 
judicial work into the Supreme, 
Appellate and Circuit courts. 


If the plan is approved by the 


voters, the 1958 referendum would 
involve a plan to create special 
judicial nominating commissions 
in each judicial circuit. 


The Cook County commission 


would have 24 members under the 
plan and each downstate commis- 
sion would have 12 members. Half 
of the members would be lawyers 
appointed by the Supreme Court 
and the other half laymen appoint- 
ed by the governor.

Farmer Benefits Under New 
Changes in Income Tax Law 


Soil Conservation Costs 
Now Deductible as Expense

WASHINGTON 
One major 


change and many minor revisions 
in the federal personal income tax

And. like the rest of us. he will 


be helped by 14 major changes- 
all of them in favor of the taxpayer

But deadlines come earlier for 


farm income, and at least one de- 
cision must be made by Jan. 35. 


Every citizen, or resident, of the 


United States who in 1954 had $600 
total income ($1,200 in the case of 
those 65 years or older) must file 
an income tax return. That applies 
to children as well as adults. 


Major Change 


The one major change which ap- 


plies particularly to the farmer is 
a provision under which soil and 
water conservation expenses can 
be deducted from the farmer's tax- 
able income. Under the old code. 
the farmer could get tax benefit 
for such expenditures only when 
he sold his improved land. 


The farmer's income tax report 


can get pretty complicated. During 
tax payment time, the revenue 
service spots as many of its per- 
sonnel about the country as it can 
as free tax counselors. They can 
be located through your local bank, 
post office or county agent.

Exemptions Same 


The farmer's exemptions are the 


same as for other taxpayers, and 
he benefits like others from new 
exemption provisions. One new ex- 
emption provision for students in 
on-farm training helps the farmer 
particularly.

1. Previously a child could be 


claimed as an exemption only if 
he earned less than $600 during 
the tax year. The new law allows 
the child to be an exemption re- 
gardless of how much income he 
has if: (A) the child is under 19 
years of age. or (B) is a student 
(regardless of age) at a recognized 
education institution or is taking 
on-farm training supervised by ac- 
credited schools, or on-farm train- 
ing of a state of a political subdi- 
vision (a county, for instance), 
and (C) the taxpayer 
provides 


over half the child's support.

Called "Businessman" 


The farmer is a businessman. 


All his "ordinary and necessary" 
business expenses may be deduct- 
ed from his income, like those of 
any other businessman. This mav 
be done in one of two ways—by 
the cash or the accrual method. 


Under the cash 
method, the 


farmer itemizes his actual ex- 
penditures and deducts them from 
his actual income during: the year. 
Under the accrual 
method the 


farmer keeps inventory accounts 
and deducts his expenses incurred 
during the year whether actually 
paid during- the year, or not from 
income earned or accrued during 
the year whether or not actually 
received in the year. 


This is one of the points where 


the farmer's income report can get 
very complex and may require ex- 
pert counsel. 


The big new business deduction 


for the farmer is for expenses of 
soil or water conservation, or pre- 
vention of erosion, d u r i n g the 
year beginning on or after Jan. 1, 
1954. 
provided they are for the 


treatment or moving of earth and 
that the earth treated or moved Is 
earth used in farming by the tax- 
payer or his tenant, at the time the 
expense occurred, or before it. 


Set Limits 


Such expenses mav be deducted 


from the farmer's income up to 
an amount equal to 25 per cent of 
his gross income from farming. 
Anv excess can be carried over, 
under the same 25 per cent rule, 
against the gross income of suc- 
ceeding years, until the full ex- 
penses have been deducted. 


The 25 per cent rule applies only 


to income from farming. Other in- 
cone pay not be counted in, in 
making this deduction. 


There are also new provisions 


regarding tax return treatment of 
gains or losses to farmer's from 
growing and selling timber.

Milk is one of the most valuable 


and widely used foods available to 
man. It provides energy and con- 
tains some minerals, and is rich 
in carbohydrates, fats, proteins and 
certain vitamins 


But milk can also carry disease

The germs can get 
into milk directly from an in- 
fected cow or may drop in any- 
where along its path between the 
cow and the consumer.

balanced garment, you must cut it 
on the grain of the fabric, says a 
University of Illinois clothing spe- 
cialist. 


Miss Ritta Whitesel recommends 


making sure that the ends of your 
material 
are 
straight with the 


crosswise grain before you cut out 
your garment. 


You can check by pulling out the 


last crosswise thread at the enfts. 
If it pulls out from selvage to sel- 
vage, the material is straight with 
the grain. If it does not, find the 
first thread that does, pick it up 
with a pin and pull it carefully for 
a short distance. 


Cut on this crinkled line. Then 


pick up another thread, pull it and 
cut again on the new crinkled line. 
Continue pulling and cutting until 
the opposite selvage is reached. 
Proceed in the same way with the 
opposite end. and your material 
will be straight with the grain.

day to be nearly ready with a re- 
quest to Congress for at least three 
billion dollars to continue econom- 
ic and military aid to friendly na- 
tions abroad. 


Such an amount would be slight- 


ly more than the $2.780.000.000 
Congress provided this year for 
grants, loans and arms shipments 
to more than 40 friendly govern- 
ments. 


President Eisenhower probably 


will unveil the news program in 
his budget message Jan. 17. In- 
formed officials reported govern- 
ment agencies have decided Con- 
gress should be asked to appro-" 
priate between 3 and 3'2 billion 
dollars, 


Faces Scrutiny 


Any request for three billion dol- 


lars or more would certainly face 
critical scrutiny in Congress. For- 
eign 
aid programs have been 


trimmed 
considerably in recent 


years, and several key Congress 
members have said they will op- 
pose any new funds for strictly 
economic aid. 


A modest increase 
in Asian 


economic aid. however, will be 
sought, officials said, on the theory 
that it is urgent to" improve living 
standards if the peoples there are 
to resist communism. 


Some Sl.478.000.000 worth of for- 


eign aid was allocated to the Far 
East and Pacific nations last year 
but less than one third of this went 


for economic and technical aid. 
The rest was spent for military 
assistance to Formosa. Indochina, 
Korean and other nations. 


Europe Aid Same 


foreign aid to Western Europe, 


which dropped to about 25 per cent 
of all funds in the last program 
approved by Congress, is expected 
to remain at about the same level 
under present planning. Authorities 
said most of this money goes for 
special programs in Spain. Turkey 
Greece and Yugoslavia. The rest 
of Western Europe, while sched- 
uled to get virtually none of the 
new money to be sought, will con- 
tinue to receive military shipments 
and some economic help 
from 


money previously appropriated by 
Congress, officials said.

Groom Son 
Of Spain's 
Exiled King 


MADRID, Spain (<P>— A govern- 


ment communique last night said 
the education of Juan Carlos, eld- 
est son of the pretender to the 
Spanish throne, has been arranged 
"in attention to the place he occu- 
pies in the dynasty." But it gave 
no hint of any plans to restore the 
royal family. 


The communique was i s s u e d 


after eight hours of talks Wednes- 
day between Generalissimo Fran- 
cisco Franco and Don Juan of 
Bourbon. Juan Carlos' father and 
a son of Spain's last king. 


For "Best Service" 


It said the two agreed that Juan 


Carlos, 17, should complete his 
education in Spain "for the best 
service to the nation." 


Spain was officially declared a 


monarchy without a king in 1947, 
after a popular referendum gave 
an overwhelming majority for a 
return of the royal family. The 
Franco regime has opposed the 
succession of Don Juan, urging 
that he abdicate his claims on the 
throne in favor of his son. 


The Franco-Don Juan tall»s were 


held at the country estate of the 
Count of Ruisenada. a leading mon- 
archist, about 150 miles southwest 
of Madrid. 


Informants said they believed 


Don Juan agreed to a request from 
Franco that he return to Spain 
from time to time. Don Juan lives 
in exile in Portugal. 


Maintains Claim 


The pretender maintains that he 


is the titular head of the Bourbons, 
Spain's ruling house from 1638 to 
1931, -Since the abdication of his 
father,^the late King Alfonso XIII, 
and his elder brother Don Jaime. 


The Franco regime has opposed 


his succession to the throne on the 
grounds that he has been too long 
absent from Spain. It also objected 
to statements he made in the past 
which it said had alienated a 
majority of the people.

General Electric Co. to fire em- 
ployes who refuse to answer ques- 
tions by congressional committees 
about communism, espionage and 
sabotage. 


-U. S. Dist. Judge Charles F. Me- 


Laughlin made the ruling in a suit 
brought by United F.lpctncal Work- 
ers (UE) against General Electric. 


McLaughlin ruled that the com- 


pany's policy of suspending and 
firing workers did not violate the 
collective bargaining contract be- 
tween the union and General Elec- 
tric. 


He held that discharges under 


the company's policy were "dis- 
charges for obvious cause." He 
further ruled that the union and the 
company in entering into their con- 
tract should be subject to review 
by a third party, either court or 
arbitrator " 


Since the company retained the 


right 
to dsicharge for obvious 


cause, the judge said, it was not 
obligated to negotiate with the un- 
ion before discharging a person un- 
der its announced policy.
